City Water And Sewer Rates Are Rising

In a roll-call vote, the Dawson 
Springs City Council approved an ordi¬ 
nance Monday night amending the ex¬ 
isting water and sewer fees. The mini¬ 
mum monthly charge for water will go 
from $13.87 for the first 267 cubic feet to 
$14.84. The sewer rate schedule, based 
on water consumption, will increase 
from $14.97 to $15.72 for the first 267 


cubic feet. The amended fees will be re¬ 
flected on the June billing. 

The vote, after a second reading of 
the ordinance, was 4-0 in favor of the 
increase. Rhonda Mills and Chasidy 
Chappell were not present. 

The council also approved a munici¬ 
pal order appointing Earl Menser to fill 
the remainder of Don Wilkey’s term on 
the Zoning Board. The term of office 
will expire Sept. 5, 2015. 


Among the items on the agenda not 
heard by the council were updates on 
dilapidated housing and the Code En¬ 
forcement Board and the 2013 fire and 
safety report. The presenters were un¬ 
able to attend. 

Mayor Jenny Sewell told council 
members the infield at Riverside Park 
has been refurbished in preparation 
for the upcoming adult baseball league 
season. The Hopkins County Jail crew 


provided labor for the project. 

Adult baseball will begin June 4 at 7 
p.m. Games will again be scheduled for 
Wednesdays and Sundays with one game 
on Wednesdays and two on Sundays. 

Dawson Springs Fun Weekend, the 
antique scooter and motorbike rally, is 
set for June 19-21. The event includes 
activities open to the public. 

The next regularly scheduled meet¬ 
ing will be held at 7 p.m. June 16.

Primary Election 
Has Low Turnout

Tuesday’s primary election 
generated little local interest 
with only 14.99 percent of reg¬ 
istered voters going to the polls 
in Dawson Springs. Of 2,015 
registered in the three Dawson 
Springs precincts, 302 cast bal¬ 
lots in the primary. The 12 ab¬ 
sentee ballots from those pre¬ 
cincts were not included in the 
percentages. 

Participation in Ilsley Pre¬ 
cinct 40 was 14.66 percent with 
106 of 723 registered voters 
casting votes. There was one 
absentee ballot from the Ilsley 
precinct. 


Of the four precincts voting 
at Dawson Springs High School, 
Precinct 39 had the largest turn¬ 
out with 20.44 percent. Of 592 
voters, 121 went to the polls. In 
Precinct 37, 14.65 percent, or 40 
of 273, voted. Precinct 38, the 
largest Dawson Springs pre¬ 
cinct with 1,150 registered vot¬ 
ers, had only 141 votes cast for 
12.26 percent. 

Of the 32,534 registered vot¬ 
ers in Hopkins County, 7,242 
ballots were cast. Voter turnout 
countywide was 22.26 percent. 

In the race for the Republi¬ 
can candidate for United States

LISTED ANOTHER ADDRESS 

Sex Offender Lived 
Near Local Schools 


A convicted sex offender 
from Michigan was arrested 
by the Dawson Springs Police 
Department May 13 after Capt. 
Craig Patterson and Officer 
Brad Ross responded to an ha¬ 
rassment complaint received 
that day. 

The local officers discovered 
Robert Joseph Wells, 37, was re¬ 
siding at 208 S. Parker St. An in¬ 
vestigation revealed Wells had 
listed an address outside the 
city limits with the Department 
for Probation and Parole but 
was not residing there. 

Kentucky law prohibits reg¬ 
istered sex offenders from liv¬ 
ing within 1,000 feet of a school, 
day care facility or public play¬ 
ground. 


Wells had been living on 
Parker Street near the Dawson 
Springs School System since 
May 5 when he was released 
from the Hopkins County De¬ 
tention Center on a personal re¬ 
cognizance bond. He had been 
incarcerated since March 22 
on charges of failure to comply 
with the sex offender registry, 
second or greater offense. He 
was indicted April 29 by the 
Hopkins County grand jury. 

When Patterson and Ross 
made contact with Wells, Wells 
fled the scene. A foot chase en¬ 
sued, and after a brief physical 
altercation, the officers used a 
taser to subdue Wells.

Burning Garbage Is Illegal; 
Could Result In $25K Fine 


Spring-cleaning season has ar¬ 
rived, and for many Kentuckians 
that means burning unwanted 
debris. But before lighting that 
burn pile, the Kentucky Division 
for Air Quality reminds citizens 
to “learn before you burn.” Many 
people may not realize that burn¬ 
ing garbage is illegal in Kentucky 


and could result in fines of up to 
$25,000 per day per violation. 

“Garbage doesn’t just disap¬ 
pear when it is burned,” said 
DAQ director Sean Alteri. “Burn¬ 
ing garbage emits dangerous pol¬ 
lutants into the atmosphere that

SUPERINTENDENT CITES UTILITY COSTS: SEVERAL ON STAFF TO RETIRE 

Preschool Move To Save Several Thousand Dollars

The Dawson Springs Board of Edu¬ 
cation voted Monday night to move the 
preschool from its current location on 
Arcadia Avenue into the elementary 
building. Three potential areas of the 
elementary school are under consider¬ 
ation for housing the preschool. 

Superintendent Lenny Whalen said 
budget and the opportunity to use 
available resources were among the 
reasons he requested an evaluation 
of the preschool location. The move 
should result in several thousand dol¬ 


lars in savings on utilities. In addition, 
costly maintenance on the current 
property, such as replacing the roof, 
will be needed soon. 

Whalen strongly recommended the 
move but said there are no plans for the 
Arcadia Avenue building at this time. 

“There are going to be some growing 
pains with this,” he commented. 

The treasurer’s report showed a bal¬ 
ance at the end of April of $1,256,273.50. 
The general fund was down $269,454.83 
from this time last year. 

The board approved the report as 
well as a tentative 2014-2015 budget of 


$5,311,313. This includes a 3.4 percent 
contingency The contingency for this 
school year was 5.3 percent. Treasurer 
Jenny Bruce said the tentative budget 
includes just “what we have to have,” 
such as the mandated 1 percent pay in¬ 
crease for all employees. 

Principals Jennifer Ward and Kevin 
Stockman combined their reports to 
the board with a power point presenta¬ 
tion showing the progress each school 
has made in the areas of reading and 
math in 2013-2014. This was based on re¬ 
sults of MAP testing which took place 
at intervals during the school year. 


All elementary grades have made 
steady progress during the year but 
have not met the state end-of-year 
benchmark. 

Grades 7-12 were less consistent. In 
reading, all grade levels surpassed the 
benchmark but scored highest on the 
test given in the winter. Math scores 
lagged behind the benchmark in all 
grades except 10 and 12. 

Analysis of the MAP results in¬ 
cludes discussions with staff members 
about student growth and areas of

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Marijuana Oil Trials May Be Years Away In Kentucky

Kentuckian Rita 
Wooton of Hyden has 
tearfully shared the 
story of son Eli’s fre¬ 
quent seizures — and 
the promise of mari¬ 
juana oil to treat it — 
with dozens of people, 
ranging from doctors to 
journalists to legisla¬ 
tors. 

Earlier this year, her 
story helped persuade 
the Kentucky General 
Assembly to unani¬ 
mously — and some¬ 
what speedily — pass a 
bill approving the first 
medicinal use of mari¬ 
juana in Kentucky 

But now doctors and 
researchers are saying 
it could take years to 
begin trials treating 
epileptic children such 
as Eli with marijuana 
oil. 

“We’re really, really 
heartbroken, ” Wooton 
said. “It’s just really 
sad that everyone put 
that much time and 
effort and energy into 
it and now it’s going 
absolutely nowhere. For 


people like us and Eli, 
who have intractable 
epilepsy, seizures that 
are nearly impossible 
to even control or get a 
handle on, our hope is 
gone.” 

Some of the issues 
stalling the trials are 
the availability of mari¬ 
juana oil, the possible 
need for approval from 
the Food and Drug 
Administration and the 
cost of studies that pre¬ 
liminary estimates say 
could be $10,000 per par¬ 
ticipant. 

Still, doctors hoping 
to conduct the trials are 
optimistic. 

“I am extremely 
excited about it,” Uni¬ 
versity of Louisville 
Dr. Karen Skjei, who 
specializes in pediat¬ 
ric epilepsy, said, cit¬ 
ing anecdotal reports 
of the medicine reduc¬ 
ing seizures where tra¬ 
ditional medications, 
diets and surgery can’t. 
Supporters say the oil, 
administered under 
the tongue, can provide 
relief to children who 
have severe cases of 
epilepsy. The oil con¬ 


tains low amounts of 
THC, the perception- 
altering ingredient in 
marijuana. 

“I suspect that it prob¬ 
ably won’t live up 100 
percent to the hype,” 
Skjei said, but for some, 
“it could be a life chang¬ 
ing experience. ... (F)or 
these kids who have no 
other options, we have to 
remain optimistic.” 

Senate Bill 124, spon¬ 
sored by Louisville 
Republican Julie Denton, 
allows trials of marijua¬ 
na oil at the Universities 
of Louisville and Ken¬ 
tucky medical schools or 
through FDA trials. 

Winning legislative 
approval for the bill is 
“just the initial part of 
the puzzle,” said U of L 
Dr. Christopher Shafer, 
who specializes in adult 
epilepsy 

Shafer and Skjei said 
there will be no problem 
finding participants for 
the trial they are work¬ 
ing to develop at U of L. 
Shafer said three of the 
five patients he saw in 
one day last week want¬ 
ed to try the medication. 

“Dr Skjei and I want 


this for our patients, 
probably, almost as badly 
as the patients want it 
themselves,” Shafer said. 
“And it’s really discour¬ 
aging for us to not be 
able to tell them that we 
have it available. ... It’s 
going to take some time.” 

A UK spokesman 
expressed the same con¬ 
cerns. 

“While there is cer¬ 
tainly interest in this 
initiative, there are 
significant issues that 
remain to be addressed, ” 
spokesman Jay Blan¬ 
ton said. “Additional 
research, the securing 
of funding and support, 
as well as support from 
the appropriate regula¬ 
tory body, all would be 
required before a trial 
could be conducted. 
That process could like¬ 
ly take months, if not 
years.” 

Though the universi¬ 
ties discussed collabo¬ 
rating, they’ve decided 
to conduct separate tri¬ 
als because more than 
enough patients are 
available and there’s 
fear that coordination 
between the two would 


slow the study, the U of 
L doctors said. 

“I think in the inter¬ 
est of our patients, we’ve 
decided to just keep it 
local and try and push it 
through as quickly as we 
can,” Skjei said. 

Currently, marijuana 
oil isn’t being manufac¬ 
tured in Kentucky, and

T Kings 12; II Chronicles 10 


SCRIPTURE 


Following the death of king Solomon, Rehoboam went to Shechem, where the Israelites 
had gone to make him king.

Children also 
breathe 50 percent more 
oxygen per pound of

Painted, 
stained or treated wood 
products like fence posts, 
pallets and furniture are 
illegal to burn because 
they release dangerous 
toxins into the air. Items 
that cannot be recycled 
should be taken to a 
state-permitted landfill. 

Open burning isn’t 
just unhealthy. It’s also 
dangerous. A small fire 
can quickly spread, es-

Faith has vita! role in society

The Supreme Court recently 
ruled that a town in upstate New 
York did not violate the First 
Amendment by beginning town 
board meetings with prayer. I 
applaud the Court’s decision. 

Our nation has a long, vibrant 
history of incorporating prayer 
into its legislative proceedings. 
We start each day in the U.S. Sen¬ 
ate with a prayer — and that’s a 
good thing. It’s important for sena¬ 
tors to be reminded of the nobility 
of their work and to seek the guid¬ 
ance of the Almighty. 

In Congress, lawmakers have 
started their proceedings with 
a prayer since America’s earli¬ 
est days. Legislators in both the 
House and Senate of the Kentucky 
General Assembly also begin their 
daily proceedings with prayer, as 
do dozens of state legislatures 
across the country. 

Some on the far left mistak¬ 
enly believe the First Amendment 
exists to insulate them from any 
contact or mention of faith. I’m 
glad the Court did not agree with 
that view, which was clearly not 
shared by those who set the tem¬ 
plate for our government more 
than two centuries ago. 

As a longtime defender and pro¬ 
ponent of the First Amendment— 
whether it involves free speech, 


campaign finance, 
media freedoms, or 
our sacrosanct reli¬ 
gious freedoms—I 
joined 33 of my Senate 
colleagues in both par¬ 
ties to file a “friend of 
the court” brief led by 
Sen. Marco Rubio. 

Our brief sought 
to urge the Supreme 
Court to eliminate 
any uncertainty and 
affirm the strong con¬ 
stitutional footing 
upon which legisla¬ 
tive prayer stands. 

In a nation of broad 
religious diversity, we 
argued, the best means of ensur¬ 
ing that the government does not 
show a preference for any particu¬ 
lar religious view in the context 
of legislative prayer is to allow all 
those who pray to do so in accor¬ 
dance with their own consciences 
and in the language of their own 
faith. 

When we read the First Amend¬ 
ment, we must realize that the 
framers did not intend our Con¬ 
stitution to be used as a barrier 
to religion. On the contrary, they 
saw faith as having a vital role in 
society. In fact, members of the 
first Congress who penned and 
passed the First Amendment— 
including James Madison and 


James Monroe—also 
appointed congres¬ 
sional chaplains, who 
have prayed for and 
ministered to mem¬ 
bers of Congress ever 
since. 

To read the First 
Amendment as pre¬ 
venting a simple 
opening prayer is to 
misread our history. 
Americans have never 
understood their faith 
to be something that 
can only be exercised 
in hushed tones in pri¬ 
vate. From the aboli¬ 
tionist movement, to 
the temperance movement, to the 
civil rights movement, religion 
has been at the foreground of pub¬ 
lic debate throughout our nation’s 
history. 

We should all be pleased that 
the Court has reaffirmed the con¬ 
stitutional footing of this long 
American tradition. Just last 
week, in fact, I was proud to invite 
Pastor Trevor Barton of London, 
Ky, to have the honor of offering 
an opening prayer on the Senate 
floor. Let’s pray the Court contin¬ 
ues to recognize the important 
role our founders placed on reli¬ 
gion in our society and on the 
rightful place of prayer in our 
proceedings

Global warming is a political theory 


Over the course of the Earth’s history, there have 
been at least five Ice Ages. We are in one now. More 
specifically, we are 11,000 years into an “interglacial 
period” (so called because the ice packs of Green¬ 
land, the Artie and the Antarctic have not yet melted) 
called the Holocene. The ice packs will continue to 
melt, as they have throughout planetary history, 
until the next glacial period begins in about 50,000 
years. 

We recite that to put the latest White House effort 
to promote global warming hysteria — and more spe¬ 
cifically, the absurd assertion that climate change is 
man-made — in perspective. 

A federal scientific panel that includes top admin¬ 
istration officials issued a report Tuesday called 
the “U.S. National Climate Assessment.” The report 
contained what has become typical fare for the global 
warming crowd — predictions of rising seas, more 
and stronger storms, drought, longer summers and 
shorter winters, and general weather calamity. It 
was issued as part of the president’s “climate action 
plan” and as such serves as political cover for his 
effort to advance cap and trade legislation and all 
manner of new carbon-related regulations. 

But the report already has come under widespread 
criticism, partly because it doesn’t square with the 
government’s own studies, and partly because, like 
so much of climate science these days, its predictions 
don’t square with outcomes. 

Mario Lewis, a senior fellow at the Competitive 
Enterprise Institute, has written a devastating cri¬ 
tique of the federal report. He notes for instance that 
the report blames the Midwest drought of 2012 on cli¬ 
mate change, despite the fact that the government’s 
own study says specifically that is not so. He refers 
to an assessment report on the drought by the NOAA 
Drought Task Force, which blames the drought on a 
temporary shift in wind patterns. It described them 
as “natural variations in weather.” The NOAA report 
went on to say, “Neither ocean states nor human- 
induced climate change (yes, the authors are global 
warming true believers), factors that can provide 
long-lead predictability, appeared to play major roles 
in causing severe rainfall deficits over the major 
corn-producing regions of the central Great Plains.” 

The May 6 report also suggests that the frequency 
and intensity of major hurricanes and tornadoes is 
increasing due to global warming. But Lewis points 
out that the U.S. is “currently in the longest period

on record with no major (category 3-5) hurricane 
landfalls.” 

As for more intense tornadoes, Lewis cites a study 
by University of Colorado professor Roger Pielke Jr. 
finding that “the number of years with very large 
tornado losses has actually decreased” during 1993- 
2013 compared to 1950-1970. 

And as for the “pause” in supposed warming, 
which the White House report grudgingly acknowl¬ 
edges, Lewis notes it is now in its 18th year, causing 
“a growing divergence between climate model pre¬ 
dictions and observations.” 

It was 2008 when A1 Gore, pope of the church of 
global warming, divined that 2013 was the last year 
we would have a polar ice cap — no more North Pole. 
That didn’t happen of course, just as virtually every 
other calamitous climate prediction has failed to 
materialize. 

The ice caps will eventually melt of course. But 
when they do, it will have nothing to do with man¬ 
made activity, which is far too insignificant to mate¬ 
rially affect the weather. It will be due to the natural 
historical pulse between warm and cold that has 
played out in each of the ice ages. Climate is always 
in flux, as is all of nature. 

Global warming is a political theory, masquerad¬ 
ing as science, in a quest to do away with certain 
disfavored industries such as coal and petroleum. If 
the effort is successful, the middle class and poor will 
pay the price through exorbitant and unnecessary 
energy costs. Global warming skeptics are demon¬ 
ized in every way these days, but darn the luck, the 
data just keeps on supporting their point of view.

• On May 22,1843, a massive wagon train, made up 
of 1,000 settlers, sets off down the Oregon Trail from 
Independence, Missouri. Known as the “Great Emi¬ 
gration,” the expedition finally arrived in October, 
completing the 2,000-mile journey in five months. 

• On May 25,1878, Gilbert and Sullivan’s “HMS Pin¬ 
afore” premieres at the Opera-Comique in London, 
beginning a near-record run of 571 performances. 
The story of Pinafore concerns a First Lord of the 
Admiralty who is thwarted in his attempt to woo 
and marry the beautiful young daughter of a British 
Navy ship’s captain. 

• On May 21, 1901, Connecticut becomes the first 
state to pass a law regulating motor vehicles, limiting 
their speed to 12 mph in cities and 15 mph on coun¬ 
try roads. The proposed legislation had requested a 
speed limit of 8 mph within city limits. 

• On May 23,1911, the New York Public Library, the 
largest marble structure ever constructed in the Unit¬ 
ed States, is dedicated in New York City. The day after 
its dedication, some 40,000 citizens passed through 
to make use of a collection that already consisted of 
more than a million books. 

• On May 19, 1935, T.E. Lawrence, a former British 
Army officer known to the world as Lawrence of Ara¬ 
bia, dies as a retired Royal Air Force mechanic living 
under an assumed name. The legendary war hero, 
author and archaeological scholar succumbed to inju¬ 
ries suffered in a motorcycle accident six days earlier. 

• On May 20,1969, Edward Kennedy (D-Mass.), in a 
Senate speech, condemns the battle for Ap Bia Moun¬ 
tain in Vietnam, which had become known as “Ham¬ 
burger Hill.” During the intense fighting, 597 North 
Vietnamese were reported killed and U.S. casualties 
were 56 killed and 420 wounded. 

• May 24,1989, “Sex, lies and videotape,” the debut 
feature from the 26-year-old writer-director Steven 
Soderbergh, wins the Palme d’Or at the Cannes Film 
Festival. The $1.2 million film was aggressively mar¬ 
keted by its distributor, Miramax Films, and went on 
to gross some $26 million.

Obamacare can work 


A new, groundbreaking study shows that an amaz¬ 
ing thing happened when Massachusetts passed a 
law in 2006 requiring virtually all its residents to 
obtain health insurance. 

People started living longer, according to a study 
by the Harvard School of Public Health reported 
May 5 in the medical journal Annals of Internal 
Medicine. 

The New York Times reported May 6 that the mor¬ 
tality rate — the number of deaths per 100,000 people 
— fell about 3 percent in the four years after the law 
took effect. 

Under the law known as Romneycare, for then- 
Gov. Mitt Romney, a chief backer, the law served as 
a model for the Affordable Care Act of 2010, also 
known as Obamacare. 

During his failed presidential bid, Romney, a 
Republican, joined the noisy chorus of GOP critics 
attacking President Obama for his signature law to 
expand health insurance coverage. 

But the study shows there’s no disputing the suc¬ 
cess of Obamacare’s little brother, Romneycare. 

Health advocates are excited about the findings. 

It’s extremely good news for the rest of the nation 
as the new health law continues its rollout nation¬ 
wide, particularly in Kentucky, where Gov. Steve 
Beshear was the only Southern governor to order 
creation of a state health exchange, kynect, and 
order expansion of Medicaid to cover Kentucky 
residents earning less than 133 percent of the federal 
poverty level. 

Since day one, in the face of Republican and tea 
party opposition, Gov. Beshear has insisted better 
access to health care will mean better health and pro¬ 
ductivity for Kentuckians in a poor state where about 
640,000 people lacked health coverage. 

The Massachusetts study underscores those 
beliefs in a big way. Not only are people living 
longer, the biggest gains were in counties with the 
highest proportions of poor and previously unin¬ 
sured people. 

And the biggest declines were in deaths from dia¬ 


betes, heart disease and cancer, three conditions that 
plague Kentuckians in disproportionately high num¬ 
bers — diseases that can be more effectively treated 
if caught early. 

But people need access to health care to catch con¬ 
ditions early, and it appears that’s what’s happening 
in Massachusetts. 

One Massachusetts doctor told The Times he’s see¬ 
ing fewer people delay care or refuse services they 
once feared too expensive — such as the patient prior 
to Romneycare who was suffering chest pains but 
refused an ambulance ride to the hospital because 
of the cost. 

Another described a patient who avoided treat¬ 
ment until she got insurance only to find she had 
breast cancer complicated by other, untreated condi¬ 
tions. 

Many Republicans have staked their success in 
this year’s elections on tearing down the Affordable 
Care Act. 

But it’s increasingly apparent it’s working for the 
American public. 

In Kentucky, more than 413,000 people have signed 
up for health coverage under the law. 

Nationwide, 8 million people signed up for cover¬ 
age. and the good news is that 35 percent of those are 
under 35 years old — a key measure of the program’s 
success in attracting younger and healthier people to 
keep insurance premium costs down. 

In all, the federal goverment reports that about 
20.8 million people have obtained coverage because 
of the health law. 

That includes an additional 4.8 million people cov¬ 
ered by Medicaid, 5 million who bought insurance on 
their own and 3 million young adults who may stay 
on their parents’ plans up to age 26. 

The Romneycare study shows Obamacare can 
work. It’s working now. 

But it will keep working only if we don’t let critics 
destroy it.

Preparation, care are factors in safe boating

This is National Safe Boating Week, a topic only 
slightly dryer than week-old paint — but one that 
can become critically important to anyone suddenly 
caught in a life and death situation afloat. If you 
boat, at all, this week is a great time to stop and 
think about the hours you spend on the water; boat¬ 
ing is an overwhelmingly safe sport, but without a 
bit of preparation and care it can occasionally be 
dangerous and even lethal. 

In 2013, the Coast Guard counted 4,062 accidents 
that involved 560 deaths, 2,620 injuries, and 
approximately $39 million dollars of damage to 
property as a result of recreational boating accidents 
in U.S. waters. 

The fatality rate was 4.7 deaths per 100,000 
registered recreational vessels. This rate represents 
a 13% decrease from last year’s fatality rate of 5.4 
deaths per 100,000 registered recreational vessels. 

Compared to 2012, the number of accidents 
decreased 10%, the number of deaths decreased 14%, 
and the number of injuries decreased 12.7%. 

Where cause of death was known, 77 percent of 
fatal boating accident victims drowned. Of those 
drowning victims with reported life jacket usage, 84 
percent were not wearing a life jacket. 

Where instruction was known, 20 percent of 
deaths occurred on boats where the operator had 
received boating safety instruction. Only thirteen 
(13) percent of deaths occurred on vessels where 
the operator had received boating safety instruction 
from a course provider offering a course meeting the 
U.S. Coast Guard recognized national standards. 

Eight out of every 10 boaters who drowned were 
using vessels less than 21 feet in length. 


Operator inattention, improper lookout, operator 
inexperience, excessive speed, and machinery failure 
rank as the top five primary contributing factors in 
accidents. 

Alcohol use is the leading known contributing 
factor in fatal boating accidents; where the primary 
cause was known, it was listed as the leading factor 
in 16% of deaths. 

Twenty-two children under age thirteen lost 
their lives while boating in 2013. Eight children or 
approximately 36 percent of the children who died in 
2013 died from drowning. Five children or 62.5% of 
those who drowned were not wearing a life jacket as 
required by state and federal law. 

Where data was known, the most common types 
of vessels involved in reported accidents were open 
motorboats (46%), personal watercraft (18%), and 
cabin motorboats (17%). 

The 11,993,067 recreational vessels registered by 
the states in 2013 represent a 0.9% decrease from 
last year when 12,101,936 recreational vessels were 
registered. 

Parsing the data, there might be a temptation to 
pat ourselves on the back because the 560 deaths 

— terrible as they are — represent an historic low, 
down some 13 percent from 2012, which was also low. 
However, the numbers may be somewhat misleading 

— winter came early and shut down the boating 
season with cold and wind in many states, and fewer 
people on the water means fewer accidents. 

However, it’s pretty clear that boating is year- 
after-year becoming a safer enterprise. In part, it’s 
because boats, motors and rigging are getting better, 
and the high standards of the National Marine 
Manufacturer’s Association and the Coast Guard for 
boats built and used here have contributed hugely to 


Deaths of Asian carp in area being probed 


Research indicates a condition similar to “the 
bends” in divers likely played a role in the deaths of 
hundreds of thousands of Asian carp in two Western 
Kentucky rivers last month. 

The die-off of invasive silver carp happened in 
the Cumberland River below Lake Barkley dam and 
Tennessee River below Kentucky Lake dam. 

“Preliminary results show they’ve got bubbles in 
the gills,” Aquatic Nuisance Species Biologist Paul 
Wilkes of the Kentucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources said in a news release. “You can 
see it very clearly.” 

Gas bubble disease can occur in water 
supersaturated with dissolved gases, and biologists 
believe it is a contributing factor in this case. 

“Gas supersaturation is something that can 
happen below dams,” Wilkes said. “When a fish is 
breathing this water with gas supersaturation it 
essentially causes an air embolism in the gill, which 
is similar to a diver getting the bends. A gas bubble 
will get trapped in the gill tissue of a fish and prevent 
blood circulation.” 

Biologists returned to the impacted areas May 8 
to collect dying silver carp, a non-native species that 
threatens the well-being of native fish and mussels 
by over-harvesting plankton. 

Tissue samples taken from those fish are being 
processed by staff from the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service’s Warm Springs Fish Health Center in 
Warm Springs, Ga. and the U.S. Geological Survey. 
Researchers are looking for evidence of bacterial, 
viral and fungal infections. Kentucky State University 
previously conducted disease testing on specimens 
collected after the fish kill was first discovered April 
23. 

“When I say that gas supersaturation played a role, 
it was likely causing some of the scarring and open 
wounds we’ve seen on the fish,” Wilkes said. “It’s 
also likely that secondary infections were setting in

and causing a lot of the ulcerations and other tissue 
erosion that you’re seeing on the fish.” 

Multiple agencies are assisting the Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife with the investigation, including 
the Illinois Department of Natural Resources, U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife’s Carterville Fish and Wildlife 
Conservation Office in Marion, Ill. and Warm Springs 
Fish Health Center. 

“There’s national interest in Asian carp for obvious 
reasons and these agencies jumped on board,” Wilkes 
said. “This is a big team effort. We needed help and 
people from other agencies were ready to pitch in and 
give us a hand.” 

Kentucky Fish and Wildlife has created a 
webpage devoted to the Asian carp fish kill. It can 
be found online at fw.ky.gov. Click on the “Fish” tab, 
choose “More” from the dropdown menu, and then 
“Kentucky and Barkley Lake Asian Carp Fish Kill.” 
The page will be updated as test results become 
available. 
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that change. 

The efforts of the Coast Guard, the Coast Guard 
Auxilliary and BoatUS, among other organizations, 
have also played heavily in giving more boaters 
a basic education in staying safe afloat. And the 
statistics clearly show that those who take certified 
courses are considerably less likely to be involved in 
lethal accidents on the water. 

I’d guess that the rise of inflatable PFD’s might also 
be a factor. Inflatables are much more comfortable to 
wear, particularly in warm weather, than traditional 
vest or jacket styles, and it’s likely that more of us 
are wearing them more often — including during 
those desperate moments when they can mean life or 
death. 

Vastly improved access to weather information is 
another likely factor — with free weather apps now 
on nearly every smart phone, there’s no reason to 
be caught out in a storm or to leave the docks when 
high winds are forecast. The rapid growth of GPS 
navigation afloat, even on smaller boats, is also likely 
beneficial in keeping boaters out of trouble.One 
factor that has not changed over the years is that the 
use of alcohol by the skipper is a deadly contribution 
in too many accidents; just as ashore, a designated 
driver who stays sober is a must in boating. And most 
states now apply the same penalties for BWI as for 
DWI — including loss of driving privileges ashore. 

Bottom line is that a well-designed and well- 
equipped boat and an educated skipper make boating 
safer than ever today; it’s a great way to enjoy family 
time, and to keep the next generation connected to 
the great outdoors.

To Your Good Health 


By Keith Roach, M.D. 

Very Low Heart Rate Tied to Sleep 
Apnea 

DEAR DR. ROACH: I am a 65-year- 
old male in fairly good health. I do a bit 
of running. I’ve checked my blood pres¬ 
sure and pulse lately and have started 
monitoring it. My pulse is always in 
the 40s or low 50s. I went to the hospi¬ 
tal to get some blood work done and 
have an EKG. They almost didn’t let 
me go home. My pulse was reading 35, 
so the doctor sent me to the outpatient 
department. I wore an all-day heart- 
rate monitor. It did register in the 30s 
overnight. I eat right, don’t smoke and 
am athletic, so my doctor couldn’t rec¬ 
ommend anything. Is there a problem 
with a low pulse? When I get older, how 
low will it drop? - C.W. 

ANSWER: Bradycardia (“brady” for 
“slow,” “cardia” for “heart”) usually 
is not a problem in people who have 
no symptoms. However, heart rates in 
the 30s make me nervous, and they 
make most cardiologists start thinking 
very seriously about pacemakers. My 
colleague, Dr. Rob Campagna, a cardi¬ 
ologist at Weill-Cornell, tells me that at 
heart rates in the 30s and below, most 
people have symptoms, even if they are 
subtle. He also reminded me that sleep 
apnea, a condition I have written about 
several times, is a cause of bradycardia 
and ought to be considered in people 
with slow rates at nighttime.

ANSWER: Bee stings (or any of the 
family Hymenoptera, including wasps, 
yellow jackets and hornets) cause local 
reactions in the majority of people. 
About 10 percent of people have dra¬ 
matic local reactions. Fortunately, the 
risk of anaphylaxis - the severe sys¬ 
temic reaction that is responsible for 
100 deaths per year in the U.S. - is 
very low in people with local reactions. 
However, it is still worthwhile to dis¬ 
cuss with your doctor or an allergist, 
because the symptoms of anaphylaxis 
are sometimes missed. Anyone with 
a history of systemic reaction should 
carry (and know how to use!) an epi¬ 
nephrine injection. 

Removing the stinger as soon as pos¬ 
sible, preferably within seconds, is a 
good idea to prevent the full injection 
of venom. 

DEAR DR. ROACH: My husband had 
shingles about five years ago; when we 
went in for our flu shot, we were both 
encouraged to also get the shingles vac¬ 
cine. Doesn’t he have immunity from 
actually having had it? We are both 60 
years old. - J.R. 

ANSWER: Even if you have a history 
of shingles, you still should get the shin¬ 
gles vaccine, since it is still possible to 
get shingles again after having it once.
